It is expected that 
the action of the convention will 
bring out of the mines of the country 
Saturday night 509,500 men In the an- 
thracite and bftuminous fields.

remain on strike until settlements 


have been signed by districts or with 
Individual operators. The only miners 
at work Monday will be 25,000 men In

plain of the Chukchls peninsula, at the 
east extremity of Asia.

reindeers died of starvation during the 
winters of
